Nonsense About Rural Tyranny 

There is a great deal written, and much of it 
nonsense, about the inequities of representation as 
between country dweller and city dweller in our legis¬ 
latures and parliament. Admittedly, there are many, 
many instances of where the farmer’s vote is worth 
much more than his city cousin’s. And it is not de¬ 
fended very often even by the farmer where the im¬ 
balance is so marked. 

But the latest article on “The rule of the yokel” 
as he calls it, is by one of Canada's better known 
writers, J. B. McGeachy, in a national financial 
weekly. "Giving the cow pastures too many seats in 
the legislatures, and the cities too few, is a bad old 
custom” he says, pointing out that now is a once-in- 
decade opportunity to correct the situation. 

Then he goes on to point out that Canadian 
cities of more than 40,000 persons have just about 
half of the country’s population, but elects only 41 
percent of the Commons membership. 

“How about this for majority rule, the great pal¬ 
ladium of our liberties?” rants Mr. McGeachy. 

He should have known better. 

Certainly, Mr. McGeachy is writing for a pre¬ 
dominantly urban audience, and his article will sound 
perfectly right to them. And certainly we are writing 
for a predominantly rural audience, and it is possible 
our thoughts are colored somewhat by our circum¬ 
stances. But so long as our representatives come from 
urban ridings as opposed to rural ridings, so long as 
certain constituencies impose tremendous problems of 
travel on their representative, while urban areas are 
highly compact and so long as metropolitan centres 
would be capable of producing blocs of representa¬ 
tives sympathetic only to those matters which would 
foster development favoring their locals . . . for this 
long and possibly longer, there is every reason for a 
vote weighed somewhat in favor of the rural area. 

Weighted slightly, we think, not tremendously as 
Is seen sometimes here in Alberta. As long as geo¬ 
graphy plays so important a part in the development 
of this nation, we feel that townships have to be taken 
into consideration when fixing electoral boundaries, 
not just population, as Mr. McGeachy and many 
others would have it.
